MYSTERIOUS FIRES.

York navy yard are investigating two 
fires which occurred almost simul- 
taneously in the superdreadnaught 
New York and the torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Warrington, both of which 
are now in drydock here.

cause a strict investigation as to 
the cause of the two fires coming al- 
most together. It was said at the 
navy yard that the fire on board the 
New York was caused by electric wir- 
ing, but officers who were questioned 
refused to say what had caused the 
fire on board the Warrington. 

The fire on the Warrington was dis- 
covered shortly after noon, Tuesday. 
There is only a skeleton crew on 
board and when the fire signal 
sounded Lieutenant-Commander Pal- 
mer, who was in command of the 
New York, sent a detachment of sail- 
ors to the Warrington to aid the de- 
stroyer’s crew in case the fire should 
prove difficult to handle. 

The fire on the Warrington was put 
out before the sailors from the New 
York arrived, but as they were on their 
way back to report the fire signal was 
sounded. on board the New York and 
the sailors rushed to aid in putting it 
out. The blaze on board the New 
York was in the lower hold amid- 
ships on the port side. It amounted 
to little. It was said that it had been 


had been used by workmen and had 
become saturated with oil. Some elec- 
tric wire connections had broken and 
it was explained that in some way the 
current set fire to the bags. The fire 
was quickly put out.

STRIKE 
MENACES ATLANTIC LINES. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N TIMES, July 21.—New York is 

threatened with a longshore- 
men’s strike which may completely 
tie up trans-Atlantic shipping within 
the next week. This tie-up was pre- 
dicted today along New York's wa- 
ter front, following the refusal of some 
900 longshoremen of the Clyde and 
Mallory lines to work for the usual 
wages, Agitators, said to be employed 
by the International Longshoremen’s 
Union, circulated among the men to- 
day and urged them to hold out for 
union pay. 

When the war occurred many of 
the union men were laid off. As the 
weeks of idleness passed by numbers 
of them gradually accepted work 
wherever it was offered at any wages. 

The steamship Medina arrived Tues- 
day morning from Galveston. She 
was sent to pier 65, and a squad of 
longshoremen was sent there to unload 
her. When they arrived they found 
a strong detachment of union long-

shoremen in posseaston, who told the 
dock workers that there would be 


trouble if they were going to work 
for lower Wages. After a conference 
among the leaders the union men all 
marched to the Clyde line pier, but 
the officials refused to grant the de- 
mand of the strikers, with the result 
that the Medina was still tied up to- 
night with her cargo aboard. 


Variots rumors were in circulation 
among the longshoremen. One was to 
the effect that German influence was 
at work among the men to induce 
them to strike and thus temporarily 
tie up the exportation of arms and 
ammunition to the allies.

Trouble at Bayonne, 


Strikers Refuse Arbitration 
Offer of Company. 


ter A. r. NICHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, July 21.—Quiet pre- 
valled tonight at the Bayonne plant 
of the Standard Oii Company of New 
Jersey, where earlier in the day a riot 
between police and strikers resulted 
in the death of one striker and the 
injury of a police inspector, four pat- 
rolmen and nearly 100 strikers. The 


covery of four small fires within the 
plant which broke out almost simul- 
taneously but were easily controlled. 
The strikers late today rejected an 
ultimatum from the company that 
their proposals would be considered 
providing they returned to work to- 
morrow morning. Sheriff Eugene Kin- 
kead who succeeded in pacifying the 
strikers, arranged a conference be- 
tween a strikers’ committee and com- 
pany officials for tomorrow. 
Of the eleven special deputies whose 
presence led to the disorder, six were 
taken to the Hudson County jail in 
Jersey City. 

Sheriff Kinkead said tonight that 
he would not permit any guards out- 
side the Standard Oil plant. He said 
he was able to handle the situation 
and did not need State militia. Mayor 
Pierre Garvan of Bayonne, earlier in 
the day had asked the Governor of 
New Jersey for troops. 

In the rioting John. Stovancick, aged 
17, a laborer of Bayonne, received pis- 


tol wounds and died while being hur- 
ried to a hospital. None of the in- 
jured was hurt seriously. Inspector 
Daniel Cady’s horse was shot from 
under him and he was struck by Hy- 
ing missiles. The four patrolmen were 
struck by clubs, bricks and stones. 
HOW IT STARTED. 

The trouble started when eleven 
special deputy sheriffs met a crowd of 
several hundred strikers from the 
Standard plant. Menaced by the 
strikers the deputies started to run 
and were pursued, 

The ranks of the strikers augmented 
rapidly and soon nearly 500 men and 
boys had gathered outside a fire en- 
gine house where the deputies had 
taken refuge. Inspector Cady at the 
head ‘of a police squad hurried to the 
scene. The strikers refused to dis- 
perse and the police are said to have 
fired a volley over their heads. This 
had no effect and a volley was fired 
low. The crowd backed away leaving 
Stovancie and three others who 
were struck by bullets. 

While the rioting was at its height 
a fire broke out in the tidewater 
works and a small pumphouse was 
damaged. Sheriff Kinkead arrived 
soon after the shooting. He pleaded 
with the strikers to disperge and of- 
fered his services toward reaching a 
settlement with the Standard Oil plant 
officials. His words calmed the crowd 
and it began to disperse. Later a 
meeting of strikers was held which 
Was addressed by Sheriff Kinkead and 
George Vickers, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney of Hudson county. A com- 
mittee of seven, including Sheriff Kin- 
kead and Mr. Vickers, was appointed 
to confer with the Standard Oil offi- 
cials. The committee was instructed 
to obtain from the officials, if posst- 
ble, a promise to arbitrate on the ques- 
tion of 15 per cent. increase in wages 
for the laborers. 


REFUSE COMPANY'S TERMS. 


The committee met General Manager 
Gifford and Superintendent Kennedy 
of the Standard works and received 


from the strikers unless the men re- 
turned to work Thursday morning. 

The company’s answer was re- 
ferred to the meeting and the men de- 
cided not to return to work. The meet- 
ing ordered the committee to make 
an effort to confer with the company 
officials again tomorrow® 

The deputies who had been be- 
sieged in the enginé-house were ar- 
rested by Sheriff Kinkead on the 
ground that their presence was ille- 
gal and that they had played a large 
part in bringing on the disorder. 

Jeremiah Bailey, one of the strike 
leaders, said that there were 6000 men 
on strike, most of whom had quit 
work in sympathy with the laborers. 

After most of the strikers had dis- 
persed following their meeting, four 
fires were discovered within the Stand- 
ard Oil plant. Men in the works said 
they had broken out almost simulta- 
neously and from no apparent cause. 
The oil-soaked wooden buildings and 
walls within the works burned freely. 
Two pumphouses and several box cars 
loaded with wood were destroyed. 


AGITATORS TO BLAME. 


The Standard Oil Cotmpany gave out 
the following statement from its New 
York offices: 

‘From the facts known to the com- 
pany, the present situation is due en- 
tirely to the action of a few profes- 
sional agitators, who are endeavoring 
to cause trouble among the employees 
of the company. The company in- 
tends to do everything it can for the 
protection of its employees and its 
property; it has adopted the course 
provided by the laws af New Jersey; 
the proper public authorities of the 
city of Bayonne, the county of Hudson 
and the State of New Jersey have been 
duly notified; and the company has no 
doubt that the conditions will very 
soon improve.”

Workers Agree to Make up for 
Week of Lost Time and Turn Out 
an Immense Supply for British 


Navy and French Allies——Trouble 
| Definitely Ended.

LONDON, July 21.-—The South 
Wales coal miners have accepted the 
terms agreed upon yesterday, and the 
strike therefore is definitely at an 
end. Throughout the coal fields there 
was an overwhelming majority in fa- 
vor of the settlement. 

Work in the mines will he resumed 
at once. Both sides have promised 
the government to exert every effort 
to make up for the week of idleness. 


David Lioyd George, Minister of 
Munitions, to whose efforts the end- 
ing of the strike is largely due, ap- 
peared ip the conference hall in Car- 
diff after the decision had deen 
reached, and received an enthusiastic 
welcome. President Winstone of the 
miners’ federation declared that Mr. 
Lloyd George and his colleagues had 
performed a great service for the 
miners of the empire, who were now 
prepared to do everything possible to 
bring the war to a speedy termina- 
tion. 

LLOYD GEORGE S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Lloyd George addressed the 
miners, expressing sincere joy that 
the men had decided to go back to 
work with him and his colleagues to 
fight the common enemy.” He added: 
“A week of enormous value has been 
lost to this country. It is only gradu- 
ally dawning on us how tremendous 
is the struggle in which we are en- 
gaged. Even now I am not sure that 
we fully realize what will be its ef- 
fect on the whole course of human af- 
fairs. 

The coal fields of France are now 
in the hands of the enemy. France 
depends upon you for coal. Five ves- 
sels from France lie in Cardiff harbor 
waiting for their bunkers to be filled, 
and I am going to ask you to make 
up for lost time and show the democ- 
racy of France that you are prepared 
to assist her in the‘struggle for the 
freedom of the world. 

“T want vou to work, moreover, for 
the sake of the British navy. Fill its 
bunkers. It means an inviolate Brit- 
“in. the exéstence of which makes it 
impossible for the Germans to despoil 
the Welsh coal feldes as they have the 
con fields of France. , 

„Peace at home is essential. I am 
sick at heart at the necessity of call- 
ine attention to the gravity of the po- 
sition. but the situation is sufficiently 
serious to call for the united action 
of every man and woman in the 
whole land. 

“We have sent the men to the 
front. Support them. If we do so we 
shall win a victory for European lib- 
erty. which will resound through the 
ages.

WABASH IS SOLD 
TO CREDITORS. 


Eighteen Million Dollars is 
Paid for Big System. 


in Charge of Railway. 


All Indebtedness Assumed by 
the New Management. 


(BY A, r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ST. LOUIS, July 21.—The first steps 
in a plan for reorganizing the Wa- 
bash Railroad and taking it out of the 
hands of receivers was carried into ef- 
fect here today when the purchasing 
committee of the joint reorganization 
committee of the road's creditors 
bought the entire $220,000,000 sys- 
tem, with all its assets and liabilities, 
for $18,000,000, | 

The Wabash: Railroad was sold at 
public auction under foreclosure to 
satisfy a $41,000,000 mortgage held 
by the Equitable Trust Company of 
New York. Robert Goelet and Henry 
Rogers Winthrop of New York, the 
purchasing committee of the creditors, 
placed the only offered bid for the road, 
and as Judge Chester H. Krum, spe- 
cial master of the sale, accepted the 
bid, he said to the eastern financiers: 

“And now, gentlemen, may God 
have mercy on your souls.” 


TO RETAIN E. F. KEARNEY. 


Immediately after the sale it was 
announced that E. F. Kearney, pres- 
ident and one of the two receivers of 
the road, would be retained as presi- 
dent of the new Wabash Rallroad. 
The sale is subject to the approval of 
the Federal Court, and will be passed 
upon probably within three weeks, 
after which the road will pass to the 
purchasers, Although it was generally 
expected in railroad circles here that 
the lowest acceptable bid would have 
to be in the neighborhood of 330,000, 
000, Judge Krum in accepting the 
$18,000,000 bid, said this amount was 
sufficient to pay for the eutstanding 
reecivers’ certificates, interest on these 
certificates, and expenses of the sale. 
These obligations will be due August 
1, 1915. The sale includes all the roll- 
ing stock, franchises, terminals, rights 
and interests in other railroad proper- 
ties, and more than 2000 miles of 
track between Omaha, Neb., and Buf- 
falo, N. V., constituting the Wabash 
system. 

A few minutes before the scheduled 
sale the New York Trust Company 
filed suit for $1,575,000 for the rental 
of cars and equipment against the 
Wabash Railroad in the United States 
District Court here. 


FACTS ABOUT THE WABASH. 


The Wabash Rallroad as it now is 
constituted is a combination of several 
lines, independently built, with a to 
tal mileage in 1914 of 2041. 

The parent line of the entire system 
was the Toledo and Illinois, which was 
organized in 1853 to build a line be- 
tween Toledo and the western boun- 
dary of Ohio. In the same year the 
Lake Erie, Wabash and St. Louis Rail- 
road Company was organized to build 
a road from the eastern Indiana line to 
the western boundary of the State. 

A road from Toledo through Ohio 
and Indiana was built under the char- 
ters of these two companies, and the 
corporations were consolidate’ in 1856 
under the title, “Toledo, Wabash and 
Western.” This road was sold under 
foreclosure in October, 1858. It was re- 
organized under the name, Toledo 
and Wabash,” and was operated as 
such through Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois until 1865. 

Meanwhile, other roads, now em- 
braced in the Wabash system, had 
been built, notably the Quincy and To- 
ledo, the Illinois and Southern Iowa 
and the Great Western. In 1865 a 
these roads were consolidated wit 
the Wabash. 


INTO EAST Sr. LOUIS. 


The Wabash was built into East St. 
Louis, III., in 1870 as the Decatur and 
Fast St. Louis. This road passed under 
the control of the Toledo, Wabash and 
Western, — name of the new en- 
larged Wabash system. The opening of 
the great Eads bridge. a few years 
later gave the road entry into St. 
Louis. 

The Wabash in 1870 leased the 
Hannibal and Naples Railroad, and 
the next year obtained control of a line 
running from. Hannibal to Moberly. 
This line is now a section of the main 
line from Kansas City to Toledo. 

Other lines were bought or leased, 
and in 1872 the Wabash was operat- 
ing 900 miles of track. The company 
failed in 1874, and was in the hands 
o fa receiver until 1877. In that year 
it was reorganized under the name of 
the “Wabash.” 

In 1879 the Wabash was consoll- 
dated as the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific, with the St. Louls, Kansas City 
and Northern, originally built as the 
North Missourt. 

The latter line controlled that part 
of the Wabash system that now con- 
nects St. Louis and Kansas City. This 
end of the line began building in 1854 
and by February, 1859, had reached 
Macon, Mo., turning north at Moberly, 
Mo., later a terminus of the Wabash. 

The North Missouri Rallroad was ir 
debt to the State, but the mortgage 
was relinquished by the Legislature in 
1867 on condition that the road ex- 
.tended to Kansas City. In 1869 the 
road was completed to Kansas City, 
and a leased line extended to Ottumwa, 
Iowa. 

These lines became a part of the 
Wabash system in 1879, and the sys- 
tem in that year operated 1500 miles 
of track, extending from Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, and Kansas City on the 
west, to Chicago on the North and To- 
ledo on the east. The road was ex- 
tended to Des Moines in 1882. 


RAPID EXPANSION, 


After the rapid expansion of the 
Wabash, which ended in 1881 with 
the acquisition of a 100-mile line that 
gave it a through route between St. 
Louls and Detroit, the road passed, 
into the hands of receivers. Ln 1889, 
the company was reorganized, having 
first leased a line between Detroit and 
— from the Grand Trunk and

The Wabash Railroad Company 
went into the hands of receivers on 
December 18, 1811. The receivers 
were appointed on petition of the

of the road put it in first-class condi- 
tion physically. 
Definite plans for the reorganization 
of the road were made in the spring 
of 1914, and in May of that year a de- 
tailed plan of reorganization.was sub- 
mitted to the publie service commis- 
sions of the States in which the 
Wabash operates. The plan provided 
for a total capitalization of $209,600,- 
000, a reduction of $10,000,000 from 
the capitalization of the bankrupt 
company. 

The plan, however, was abandoned 
in October of 1914 partly, it was 
stated, as a result of the European 
war, but primarily as a result of the 
demoralization of the American in- 
vestment market. 

The notice of the abandonment of 
the reorganization plan said that in- 
creased operating costs, increased 
taxes, and reduced rates had left the 
net returns for the year $375,000 
short of the sum necessary to pay 
the interest on underlying bonds.

REVENUE DEFICIT 
CAMPAIGN ISSUE. 


Republicans to Show Failure 
of Underwood Tariff. 


Democrats Strangely Silent 
on Gigantic Bungle. 


Ninety Million Dollars Loss 
in Customs Receipts. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July 21,—Republican 
members of the House and Senate are 
preparing to push forward at the next 
session of Congress the failure of the 
Underwood tariff law as a prelude to 
the Presidential campaign of 1916. 

Treasury Department officials and 
free-trade members of Congress have 
been strangely silent as to the deficit 
of more than $64,000.000 in the 
treasury, as reported on July 1, 1915, 
the end of the fiscal year. A great 
ado was made about the net balance 
in the general fund amounting to 
$82,625,716, but these figures. accord- 
ing to Republican —— mean noth- 
ing. Members of the appropriations 
committee pointed out today the im- 
portant fact is that the receipts for 
the fiscal year amounted to $696,- 
596,730, while the disbursements 
amounted to $760,714,613; the excess 
of disbursements over receipts being 
$64,165,416. 

No longer is there any doubt as to 
what caused the deficit. Customs col- 
lections for 1914 amounted to $299,- 
128,527, while the customs collections 
for 1915 dropped to $209,268,107, the 
loss being, in round numbers, about 
$9,000,000, “but” the Democratic lead- 
ers say, “look what the European war 
has done to the imports. Look how 
shipping has been beild up and ho 
the imports have fallen off.” ; 

BY WAY OF COMPARISON. 


While no investigation is required 
to draw a normal conclusion from the 
fact that the ships which are laden 
with munitions of war for Europe 
naturally return to this country with 
exports from Europe, even better evi- 
dence can be obtained to show how 
the American market is being deluged 
with cheap labor importations from 
Europe. All that is necessary is to 
take the imports for May, 915. These 
totalled $142,284,851, as against $133,- 
723,713 in May, 1918, when the pro- 
tective tariff was still in operation. 
Thus, $8,000,000 more of imports ar- 
rive under war conditions in May, 
1915, than in Mas, $638, under normal 
conditions. At this monthly rate 
nearly $100,000,000 more imports 
would arrive in one year under the 
free trade tariff, even with the war 
halting trade, than under the pro- 
tective tariff. But the conclusive fact 
is that, according to the Department 
of Commerce, 60 per cent. of all im- 
ports received in May, 1915, entered 
free of duty. This shows where the 
revenue has gone, It shows definitely 
and conclusively that the losses in 
revenue have not been due to a fall- 
ing off in imports, but to a removal 
of duties. 


LOSS IN CUSTOMS, 

There was a $90,000,000 loss in rev- 
enue from customs, although more 
imports have been coming in through- 
out the war, with the exception of the 
first month or so after the war began. 
Thus, it would seem that the entire 
deficit is due to the tariff, and that 
even from the Democratic standpoint 
the tariff law a8 a revenue producer 
has failed d disastrously.

Everybody except the real estate 
agent is giving No. 120 East Avenue 
45 a wide berth these days. All of 
which goes to prove that you can’t 
scare a dyed-in-the-wool Southern 
California realty man, although he 
may scare you. 

The house is the small bungalow, 
the former occupants of which say it 
is haunted.

LIQUOR FIGHT. 


Antis Adopt Silent Drama 


to Make Votes. 
Company Formed to Produce 
and to Exhibit. 


Year’s Screen Campaign to 
be Started Soon. : 


Relying on a “dry reel” to make 
votes against the saloon, the prohibi- 
tion elements in California have 
financed and formed the California 
Progressive-Independent Picture Com- 
pany, which will flash on screens in 
motion picture houses all over the 
State for a whole year the story of 
the effects of booze. 

This announcement was made yes- 


terday by the dry interests, as one of 
the unique features of the year’s cam- 
paign that is to be started in October 
and wound up in November, 1916, 
when the people will vote on the ques- 
tion of+making California dry or al- 
lowing it to be sociable as usual. 

The picture company has been in- 
corporated for making and exhibit- 
ing eight and ten-reél pictures deal- 
ing with the prohibition question. 
Four or more pictures are now in the 
making and will be shown in picture 
houses or independent of them in other 
public places. 


NATIONAL SCOPE. 


The plan is national in its scope, 
although its foundation is laid in 
Southern California. Many thousands 
of dollars will be expended in its 
promotion. 

The proposed pictures will not only 
have as a fundamental principle the 
evils of the liquor question, but will 
possess a dramatic value of a high 
standard, which will appeal to the gen- 
eral public from a purely 
standpoint. 

Churches will be used in the scheme 
to get the pictures before the people, 
and where motion-picture houses can 
be used, the films will be shown. 

The gigantic plan for using the si- 
lent drama to make votes for prohibi- 
tion in California is said to have the 
indorsement of the various dry ele- 
ments. 


OVER THOUSAND IN IT. 


The first picture will be finished and 
ready for booking about October 1. 
and will be an eight-reel feature. One 
of the best directors in Los Angeles 
will be engaged in handling the work 
of production and more than one 
thousand persons will be used in the 
picture.

THE BEACH.

May have been Cached by 
Destroyers of “Times” 
Building. 

Fifty sticks of dynamite bur- 
jed in the sands at Hueneme 
Beach were found yesterday by 
three boys—Robert Livingston, 
Joseph Hummel and Phillip 
Witman of Oxnard — while 
playing on the beach. A stick 
protruding caught their atten- 
tion and officers were called. 

This is the second lot of dyna- 
mite found at about the same 
place. The first discovery of 
fifty sticks was made two years 
ago. It is believed by some that 
this éxplosive is a part of the 
100 pounds not accounted for by 
the dynamiters of the original 
Times Building, and that it was 
buried at Hueneme to be within 
easy reach of their launch. The 
cache was above the reach of all

In Statu Quo, 


BROADWAY OPENING 
PENALTY RESTRAINED. 


N THE ground that the pro- 

ceedings of the City Council in 

re-levying assessments for the 
opening of Broadway from Tenth to 
Pico streets are probably invalid, 
Judge Works yesterday granted the 
Rindge Company, P. Fitzwilliarns, A. 
M. Murphy and E. M. Nutting tem- 
porary injunctions, restraining the 
city of Los Angeles from attempting 
to collect the 5 per cent. penalty for 
default assessments. Each of the four 
asked for an injunction; in addition 
the Rindge Company asked for a 
writ. of review. This, the court 
granted. The demurrers of the city 
to the complaints were overruled and 
ten days allowed to file its answer. 
among them- 
selves that the city might have more 
time to answer. 

The bout won by the four large 
owners of property involved in the 
opening of Broadway was preliminary 
to the big battle staged later on in 
Judge Works's court. Under the or- 
der of the court the city cannot col- 
lect the assessments levied for the 
improvement until the final determina- 
tion of the case. Meantime, the city 
will consider whether or not to appeal 
from the judgment of the court in 


1 ings south of Twelfth street; the Nut- 


ting property north of Eleventh street. 
and the Murphy property on Pico 
street. The penalty for defaulting in 
paying the assessments levied was 
$7000 in the Rindge case, and pro- 
portionate amounts in the other three 
cases. 


The judgment in the Rindge case 
for land taken was $427,000, and the 
company was assessed $143,000, It 
contended that the assessment should 
not have been more than $30,000. It 
was set up that not only were the as- 
sessments inequitable but the bene- 
fits were not proportionate.

ate. 

As stated in The Times yesterd 
Judge Works foreshadowed his joie 
ment by indicating that the City 
Council had lost jurisdiction because 
of this error in February.

Earle Remington, president of the 
Aeronautical Society of California, 
will leave tonight for Sacramento, 
where a conference has been arranged 
with the Governor and Adjt.-Gen. 
Thomas to work out the details of the 
organization and the terms under 
which the necessary equipment may 
be acquired by the National Guard. 

Neither the State nor the United 
States has the appropriations on hand 
to equip aeroplane squadrons—the im- 
portance of which as a defensive mili- 
tary measure is rivaled only by the 
submarine. 

The war in Europe has shown that 
the aeroplanes are the eyes of the 
army. The American army at present 
is blind; it has no aeroplanes. There 
isn’t a squadron in America that 
could take the field and stay there. 

The situation has become so serious 
that both the Army and Navy Depart- 
ments have issued appeals to the 
militia services over the country ask- 
ing that they do what they can at 
once to establish an Aeronautical Re- 
serve. 


LOS ANGELES PROMPT. 


Earle Remington, who is not only 
president of the Aeronautical Society 
of California, and a veteran of the 
flying game, but a student of military 
affairs, promptly got busy. The first 
thing he did was to offer his five aero- 
planes to the service. 

The next thing was to secure the 
Promise of use of the necessar) 
hangars. 

Still further, he visited automobile 
men and secured the promise of the 
loan of the five automobile trucks 
necessary to the squadron. 

He found the necessary wireless 
equipment. 

He has eight expert aviators who 
will readily step into the service. 

He has organized everything down 
to the last detail. Tonight he will

ARMY HANDICAPPED. 


We have had to do it this way.“ 
said Mr. Remington, “if it was to be 
done. The American army is abso- 
lutely without appropriations to build 
an aeroplane fleet. There isn’t enough 
money appropriated to keep the ma- 
chines they have repaired. It's an 
appalling state of affairs—but it is the 
state of affairs that can be expected 
as long as the army and navy of this 
country must give an accounting to 
Congress for every cent they spend, 
and as long as Congress thinks it 
spends too much. 

“Congress has not appropriated the 
money. The hands of the officers are 
tied. They are eating their hearts for 
a lack of appropriations to bring up 
eS of the army to a fighting 


Mr. Remington pointed out that the 
State had no appropriation to cover 
the aeroplane service at present be- 
cause no demands had ever been 
on the State for this branch of 
service. 

“California,” he “has always 
been liberal toward its militia. And 
in my mind there is no question but 
that the next Legislature will gener- 
ously respond to the request for such 
an appropriation. Military prepared- 
ness is the most vital issue in the 
country today. In my opinion it will 
be one of the big political issues at 
the next national campaign. The peo- 
Ple are demanding preparedness.” 


THIS CITY’S OPPORTUNITY. 


He spoke of the fact that Los An- 
geles is already the unofficial aviation 
center of the country.” “Chiefly be- 
cause of the ideal climate, aviation 
has made great progress in An- 
geles. We can fly here the year 
around. We won't have to teach men 
to fly to get up a squadron. We have 
the men now. In sixty days we will 
be-able to put a fully equipped aero- 
plane squadron into the field and keep 
it there under actual war conditions. 
That will be a notable achievement— 
it will be the first in the United States.

BUDGET COMMITTEE KNOCKS 
OUT THIRD OF AMOUNT 
REQUESTED. 


Parks in Los Angeles will not re- 
celve careful attention, nor will the 
city have the benefit of the experience 


of all veteran employees who have 
been in the service for years. Big re- 
ductions in the cost of maintaining 
the parks were ordered by the Budget 
Committee last night. 

No improvements can be made and 
no money will be allowed for out- 
lay, according to the action of the 
Budget Committee. The parks will be 
impoverished as a result of the action, 
said the Park Commissioners who at- 
tended the meeting. The park depart- 
ment estimated that it will cost $342,- 
000 to run the parks for the coming 
year and to make the necessary im- 
provements, 

The Budget Committee ordered a 
reduction of $110,000, leaving a net 
amount of $232,000. The cost of 
mainte ce alone last year was $202,- 
000. It was discovered last night that 
the park department pays the pub- 
lic service department $40,000 each 
year for water. An effort will be 
made to have this water bill remitted 
so that the money may be applied on, 
the necessary improvements to the 
parks. 

The Park Commission was repre- 
sented by Commissioners O' Melveny 
and Keller, Secretary Norton and 
Supt. Shearer. The Budget Commit- 
tee suggested that the park depart- 
ment estimates be overhauled and the 
commission be allowed to say where 
the reductions shall be made.

HISTORY HERE. 


Christian Convention to be 
Memorable Event. 


Has Harmony, ‘Achievement 
and Spiritual Tone. 


Meeting Yesterday Reaches 
High-water Mark. 


Four days of the international mis- 
sionary convention of the Disciples of 
Christ have convinced the delegates 
that the gathering possesses in 
marked degree the elements which 
make 
orable. Since last Sunday the prin- 
cipal annual gathering of one of the 
leading denominations of the world 
has been rapidly making church his- 
tory in Los Angeles. 

Last night, with the world confer- 
ence half over, the unity, harmony, 
and “spirifual atmosphere” which de- 
termine the importance and lasting 
influence of church gatherings were 
forcibly impressing themselves upon. 
those in attendance. Often in past 
years the convention has been stirred 
from the first with politics and con- 
troversy. Up to this time there has 
been no discord and the leaders 
prophesy that there will be none. 

Dr. J. H. Garrison, veteran editor 
of St. Louis, who never m an 
annual convention of the denomina- 
tion, said that the present gathering 
is the most uplifting in tone of any 
of the recent conferences. He ob- 
served there has been no discussion 
of doctrines and no politica in the cor- 
ridors or committee-rooms. 

INSPIRING UNITY. 

“Everybody and everything seems 
to be a perfect unit,” Dr. Garrison 
said. There has been no rivalry for 
offices and no competition for honors 
save competition in giving courtesy, 
brotherly kindness and complimentary 
expression.“ 

Rev. F. W. Emerson, a local min- 
ister of the Christian church, who is 
a member of important convention 
committees, has been studying the 
conference from the inside. He said: | 

“The programme is remarkable in 
that there are no blank cartridges 
fired. Every topic presented is vital. 
In every instance the theme deals with 
problems and tasks and service. No 
theories are aired and no speculations 
indulged in. The subjects are pre- 
sented by speakers chosen, not 
cause of courtesy or position, but be- 
cause they have done things and 
therefore know concerning the things 
whereof they speak.

But not to Three Hundred 


Dollars Sought. 


Assessment Over a Thousand 
| Times That. 


And Councilman Gets After 


Charges of wilful and deliberate 
misrepresentations were made by 
Councilmari Wheeler against Nathan 
Newby yesterday when Mr. Newby ap- 
peared before the Board of Equaliza- 
tion asking that the assessed valuation 
of Trinity Auditorium property be re- 
Guced from $530,060 to $300. 

The outcome of the appeal was that 
the assessed Valuation of the Trinity 
Auditorium real estate will remain at 


$121,310, while the assessment of the 
buliding and personal property will be 
one-half of the figure set by the City 


Assessor, This reduces the assessment 
on the building from $380,000 to 
$195,000 and on personal property 


from 618,760 to $9375, and the total 
assessment against the Trinity Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, will be 
$325.675. This action was taken on 
motion of Councilman Langdon, 
seconded by Mr. Topham. The only 
4 votes were those of Mr. 

eeler and President Betkouski, 
both members of fhe Budget Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wheeler, reviewing the repre- 
sentations made by Mr. Newby, char- 
acterized them as “false from start to 
finish” and sald he proposed to prove 
the falsity of the attorney's statements 
by his own admissions. 

“I wish an opportunity to reply to 
those insinuations made Mr. 
Wheeler,” said. Mr. Newby. 

NO INSINUATIONS. 


“T have made no insinuations and 
I object to having them called in- 
sinuations. They are just plain state- 
ments of fact,” replied Mr. Wheeler. 
“IT don't blame Mr. Newby for squirm- 
ing and evading, for a man who comes 
before this Council making such rep- 
resentatlons as Mr. Newby has, will 
have to squirm a whole lot to make 
good, 

Ry the very fact that Mr. Newby 
Comes here and asks that the assess- 
ment of Trinity Auditorium be re- 
duced from $530,000 to $300 he rep- 
resents that the property is used ex- 
clusively for religious purposes,“ con- 


tinned Mr. Wheeler. “I received my 
education in the Congregational 
church and I have preached in that 


church and taught Sunday-school there 
and I learned that passage: ‘Render 
unto Caesar that Which is Caesar's and 
render unto God hat which is God's.“ 
This is a proposition where Caesar is 
the people of Los Angeles and where 
Goad is represented by that portion of 
the activity of Trinity Auditorium that 
is used for religious purposes. I don't 
know about your God, Mr. Newby, 
but my God don't want any money 
that is gained through misrepresenta- 
tion.” 

Figures on the income and expenses 
of Trinity Auditorium were given by 
HK. G. Henley, agent for the building. 
Mr. Newby contended that the cafe- 
terfa is conducted partly for religious 
purposes and he outlined the various 
activities of the church, saying that 
the cafeteria and hotel are simply 
opérated in an effort to meet the ex- 
penses and fixed charges of the insti- 
tution. 

“That may be all richt.“ said Mr. 
Wheeler, but you can't tell me that 
selling pork and beans is a religious 
ceremony and it is not reasonable that 
because Trinity Auditorium is in com- 
petition with other businesses that pay 
just taxes, the whole property should 
be exempt.” 

TO SIDES Tor. 


Councilman Topham, supporting 
the motion for a reduction in the as- 
sesement. said: 

“T belong to a church that is open 
for a few hours on Sunday and then 
closes for six days, and, during those 
six days the members of that church 
may go to hell for all the church may 
do. Trinity Auditorium is trying to 
help humanity every day in the week, 
a therefore is entitled to some con- 
sideration.” 

Counciiman Conwell, who presided 
during the session of the Board of 
Equalization, favored the reduction, 
statine that he believed Mr. Wheeler 
wat right technically and the church 
people were right equitably. “If a 
church that helps humanity one day in 
the week is exempt from taxation. 
some consideration should be shown a 
church that does six times as much 
work for the betterment of the citi- 
zens of the city.” said Mr. Conwell.

A brief report of the work of the 
board and a short business meeting 
followed, and then the apeaker of the 
occasion, Rev. Charles Reign &Sco- 
ville, was introduced by the chair- 
man, as being the man who, with 
Billy Sunday, had made Colorado dry. 

Rev. Mr. Scoville has @ dynamic 
persorfality. Hie preliminary remarks 
prepared the members of the audi- 
ence to expect something out of the 
ordinary, and they were not disap- 
pointed. Before he entered into the 
main part of his address Mrs. Sco- 
ville, at his request, sang two 
humorous songs about prohibition, 
which brought smiles and laughter 
from every part of the auditorium. 

He prefaced his address by stating 
that the saloon is “hell's headquarters 
on earth,” and with that as a start- 
ing point, launched into one of the 
most dramatic temperance speeches 
ever heard in Southern California. 


SCOVILLE HITS HARD. 

He compared a State that would 
deliberately license a traffic that de- 
stroyed men’s souls and bodies with 
the Judas who for thirty pieces of 
silver sold the body of the Master to 
the powers of evil. Said he: “Booze 


is the Judas Iscariot of the twentieth 


century and the minute you license 
this nefarious, illicit brain pickling, 
stomach tanning, bowel rotting, char- 
acter wrecking, soul destroying, hell 
in solution, booze business, that mo- 
ment you and your State become a 
Judas Iscariot. You have put a con- 


|sideration upon your vote and upon 


your State and upon your citizenship. 

“You have sold out to the ‘joints’ 
for a price, for a consideration. For 
thirty pieces of silver, which you call 
license money, you have gone into 
partnership with, in league with hell.” 

He told af the campaign fight in 
Colorado and gave personal experi- 
ences with victims of the liquor traf- 
fic that brought tears to the eyes of 
the audience. He described wrecked 
homes and children born into the 
world unfit for the business of life 
because of the liquor interests. He 
quoted statistics from various sources 
showing the differences between the 
States and communities where liquor 
is sold and those where there is no 
liquor. 

In speaking of the stand taken by 
many men who are in favor of regu- 
lating the traffic but against national 
prohibition, Rev. Scoville said, vou 
Say you are in favor of regulation. I 
point to vou the example of Christ, 
who came not to regulate the works 
of the devil but to destroy them. We 
must not mend, we must end. You 
say, when I vote for prohibition and 
against the saloon my vote is lost. I 
say, I would rather vote for what I 
want and not get it than to vote for 
what I do not wan* and live with these 
slimy, lily-livered lobsters who are the 
disgrace of the nation. Understand 
me, I am not against the saloon 
keeper, but the saloon. I am not 
against the bartender but the bar. 
am not against the breweryman but 
the brewery. God hates the sin but 
loves the sinner and man should do 
the same. 

“Put the bee under a microscope 
and he is not a pretty insect. Put the 
bed bug under the same glass and he 
isn't bad looking. My only objection 
to the bed bug is the way he makes 
his living, and to the whisky man it 
is the same. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Another thing, I would rather 
run a rabbit from here to election day 
and not catch him, than to run into 
a skunk at the ballot box as some 
people do.“ 

LIVING ILLUSTRATION, 


Rev. Mr. Scoville called a small boy 
from the audience and stood him upon 
a box on the platform and using him 
for an fllustration painted in darkest 
colors what would be the fate of a 
man who would ruin the boy mentally, 
physically and morally, and in five 
minutes or five hours unfit him fur the 
business of life and condemn him to 
an asylum forever and then injuired

In conclusion, he said, “You no 
doubt have heard of the man who 
followed his son to the woods when 
the boy had gone hunting.

The La Follette shipping bill was jock- 
eyed through Congress by a combination 
of the labor unions with the transcontinen- 
tal railroads under the leadership of the 
cockney anarchist Sam Gompers. Its osten- 
sible purpose was to compel the employ- 
ment of American sailors at wages and on 
terms to be fixed by the seamen's union. 
Its deeper and undisclosed purpose was 
to relieve the transcontinental railroads 
from water competition made possible by 
the completion of the Panama Canal. | 

The shipping bill compels the withdrawal 
of the Pacific Mail Company's steamers 
from the Japanese and Chinese trade. It 
prevents the company from employing on 
its ships firemen or coal passers or sailors 
or deckhands who cannot understand or 
speak the English language. This excludes 
not merely Japanese, Chinese and Lascars, 
also non-English-cpeaking Germans, 

Danes, Norwegians, Russians, Ital- 


not enough English-speaking salflors 
can be obtained to man the ships of the 
Pacific Mail Company, except at wages that 
would necessitate a considerable advance 
in freight rates—which shippers to and 
from the Orient would not pay—it follows 


that the maritime business of the Pacific | 


will fall into the hands of the Japanese. 
They can and will make rates with the 
railroad companies that will give the latter 


the carrying by rail to the East of silks and 


teas and goods of light value and large 


weight which otherwise would go by water | 


at a cheaper cost for transportation. 
The railroads which have lines running 
up and down the coast will benefit also in 


another way. Only American ships can ply 


between American ports. As non-English- 
speaking crew cannot—under the La Fol- 
lette bill—be employed on these ships, and 
as American or English-speaking crews can 
only be obtained at prices that are prac- 
tically prohibitive, it follows that the steam- 
ers now plying between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, Portland and Seattle will, 
after November next, tie up at the wharves 
or depart for Atlantic or gulf ports, and the 
railroads would do the freight and passen- 
ger business that is now done by steamers. 

It is surprising that even the warped and 
jaundiced brain of a railroad-hating “Pro- 
gressive” editor does not see that in op- 
posing the repeal of the shipping bill he is 
helping the Southern Pacific Company in- 
stead ot hurting it? 

It is unofficially reported from Washing- 
ton that Secretary Redfield of the Depart- 


‘ment of Commerce has requested the Pa- 


cific Mall Company not to haul down its 


flag on the Pacific Ocean on account of the 


vexatious requirements of the seamen’s law, 
but to reconsider its determination and al- 
low matters to drift along until Congress 
has had an opportunity to repeal or amend 
the law, and that the directors of the Pa- 
cific Mail Company have tentatively ex- 
pressed a willingness to comply with Sec- 
retary Redfield’s request. 

The Times hopes that this report is true. 
It does not agree with its morning Pro- 
gressive contemporary that because of the 


sins of omission and commission in the 
way of freight charges which the Pacific 


Mail inflicted upon our grandfathers, there- 


fore the ships of that more or less sinful- 


corporation should be driven from the sea. 
The Times does not agree with its contem- 
porary that the shipping bill is a measure 


of justice to sailors, and it is quite sure 
that it is a measure of outrageous injustice | 
to employers of sailors, the repeal of which | 


will be received with acclamation by the 
sober second thought of the sailors them- 
selves. 


ERMS OF PEACE. i 
The press dispatches from Washington 
indicate that Germany, while not yielding 


unreservedly to the demands of President 
Wilson, will request him to propose to the | 


allies and to all neutral nations a mediation 
with a view of reaching a world agreement 
for freedom of the seas to unarmed ships 
of commerce in war as well as in peace. 

If such a limited agreement can be se- 
cured by mediation it will be a prelude 
to a general agreement of peace. A very 
significant paragraph in the last German 
note is as follows: 

“The imperial government cherishes 
_ the definite hope that some way will be 
found when peace is concluded, or per- 
haps earlier, to regulate the law of mar- 
itime war in a manner guaranteeing the 
freedom of seas, and will welcome it 
with gratitude and satisfaction if it can 
work hand in hand with the American 
government on that occasion.” 

Germany concedes that American ships 
shall be immune from submarine. attack, 
but it will not concede this immunity to 
belligerent ships, even if they carry Amer- 
ican passengers. The United States insists 
that Americans have a right to travel on 
the high seas in belligerent ships and be 
secured safety before any attack can be 
made. Germany refuses to concede this to 
travelers on belligerent ships. Germany 
admits that to sink a belligerent merchant 
ship without visit and search and safety 
being accorded to passengers and crew is 


a violation of the law of nations, but asserts | treated. This justifiable lie was the off. 


that it is a justifiable reprisal for the Brit- 
ish starvation policy which is also a viola- 
tion of international law. 

Germany and the United States alone 
cannot settle this question. It requires the 
active co-operation of Great Britain, and 
with such co-operation its settlement would 
almost certainly result in peace. 

Germany regards the present war as be- 
ing mainly a contest with Great Britain, 
for she has really no serious fundamental 
differences with France or Russia or Italy, 
notwithstanding her bloody battles with 
their troops. 

“Germany went to war with Great Brit- 
ain,” says the press dispatch, “because Eng- 
land's domination of the seas threatened 
German commerce, and the life of the Ger- 
man nation depended on its foreign trade. 
It is the belief that this is the 
question that Must be settled before the 
war ends, whether it is done now or three 
years from now, and that three years more 
of the war will only mean so much greater 
loss of men and destruction of property and 
financial loss without any substantial 
change in the situation; England will still 
be strong on the seas and Germany strong 
on land. In conclusion it may be sald that 
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cause of the war, mean the end of the war. 
President Wilson, as advocate of the “free- 
dom-of-the-seas” policy, is looked to as pre- 
eminently the man of the hour. 


OBILIZING INVENTORS. 

Inventors have always been a much- 
tried race. They usually receive much po- 
lite derision and precious little encourage- 
ment until they have forced their invention 
upon a reluctant public or government and 
proved its efficacy up to the hilt. . 

But war brings many changes. At the 
same time that our own pet and honored 
inventor, Edison, is being mobilized for the 
government benefit, enticed into naval 
realms, we find the British government con- 
sidering a scheme whereby inventors shall 
receive every possible encouragement, with 
prizes of munificent reward in certain de- 
partments. True, the particular inventions 
required at present are for war purposes; 
how to catch and render ineffective subma- 
rines; how to destroy or otherwise render 
ineffective the greatest number of enemy 
combatants in the shortest time and the 
most humane manner; how to protect ships 
from torpedoes; how to circumvent over- 
head warfare and such like; but the idea, 
once established, may reasonably be expect- 
ed to apply to peace inventions when the 
strife is over. Five hundred thousand dol- 
lars is the prize to be offered for an inven- 
tion which’ satisfies the governmenf under 
any of the above headings, a sum to dazzle 
the mind of any modest inventor whose lot 
has hitherto been to expend his life in in- 
venting something and then break his heart 
getting someone to consider the merits.

PERSUASION vs. PREPAREDNESS. 


BY ROLAND G. USHER, 
Author of Pan-Germanism, 
ism, etc. 


RE we willing to limit American in- 
terests to such things as Germany 
will voluntarily yield to us? The 

tenor of the President’s notes makes it 
| crystal clear that we are not. Is he deter- 
mined to obtain from her recognition of 
things which reason and logic convince him 
and us to be necessary for our present and 
future welfare? - Quite obviously he is. 
Here is the issue of persuasion and of pre- 
paredness in a nutshell. 

If we decide not to use force we shall 
never get more than other countries will 
voluntarily yield to us. If we decide not to 
prepare to use force until it becomes clear 
that we cannot further vital interests in any 
other way we shall have to wait for their 
recognition by other nations until we can 
adequately prepare. his means, under 
modern conditions, years rather than 
months. 3 

In brief, once adequately prepared we are 
in a position to advance American interests 
without delay. Until that time we must 
wait patiently in the hope that the time 

for preparation will not be so long 
that the interest to be pretected will have 
been killed while we were getting ready. 

The whole question of preparedness bolls 
down to the necessity for using force. 
Force becomes necessary the moment our 
logic, against the other nation’s interest, 
does not succeed in obtaining from her a 
recognition of our interests as we see them 
to be. The difficulty about persuasion is 
that it depends for its usefulness upon the 
reasonableness of the other fellow, upon his 
amenabflity to what seems reasonable to us. 

There are not many people who will dis- 
pute the contention that American inter- 
ests ought to be decided rather by Amer- 
jean conditions and by our ideas of what 
American conditions require, of what sort 
of protection American citizens abroad re- 
quire, than by German notions—for exam- 
ple—of what they can afford to grant to us 
consistently with their own present and fu- 
ture welfare. The moment we decline to 
allow the other nation to use as the test 


it thinks is right; and that at once assumes 
a readiness to use force when logic fails. 
The unfortunate fact seems to be that 
nations, like. individuals, are not always rea- 
sonable—to each other’s thinking. When 
a strong clash of opinion appears and both 
insist they are right, when the two notions 
of what should be done are utterly incon- 
a who is to prevail? What is to de- 


The difficulty is not that reason and logic 
have failed. Neither admits that. The trou- 
ble is that each claims their support. The 
one says that is reasonable which most 
helps me. The other vociferates nothing 
can be logical which in any way injures me. 
What one is sure helps him the other is 
equally decided will destroy him. There 
are two standards of what is reasonable and 
logical. 

Now, if we are not willing—as we are 
not—to yield to the other nation what we 
feel injures us, shall we expect it volun- 
tarliy to yield to us what it as firmly be- 
lieves will injure it? Will it not maintain 
its point until we compel it to accede? How 
shall we do that without the use of force? 

If Germany does not accede to the Pres- 
dent's demands because of interests of her 
own more important than the particular one 
which happens to be in dispute, or because 
of logic and reason, what then? Are we 


misunderstand the issue; there can be no 
doubt about our eventual ability to put 
armed pressure Germany. That means 
years of preparation, and then actual war, 
with all it entails. We cannot do that now. 

That is the meaning of preparedness. It 
enables us to do it now; it does away with 
the necessity of Waiting: it relieves us from 
dependence upon the good will of other 
nations and from the expectation that their 
regard of their own interests will lead them 
to accept our ideas of our interests. 

The real difficulty in the world seems not 
to be so much the weakness of justice, 
truth, logic, reasonableness, but the fact 
that so many people disregard what they 
juite well know to be consonant with those 
precepts. So of nations. Some of them do 
not seem to understand what we mean by 
justice, logic and humanity. Uniess we are 
willing to accept their ideas of our inter- 
ests we shall have to contemplate the use 
of force. But until we are prepared to use 
adequate force we shall be compelled to 
suffer from acts done in pursuance of ideas 
of American interests other than ours.

DANCING LACKS 


IN ART VALUES. 


Fuller Depends too Much on 
Mechanical Effects. 


Weaves a Colorful Fantasy 
with Their Aid. 


Theatrical Attractions for the 
Coming Week.

When I was 16 (my gray hair is 
really from neuralgia and damp 
churches) an editor told me to go to 
a theater and make words about La 
Loie Fuller’s dances. As it was the 
first time I had ever been to a the- 
ater, it was, logically, my first criti- 
cism and it was probably the most 
enthusiastic I have ever written. 

Miss Fuller was a siender wisp of 
a girl with wistful eyes, glorious hair 
and supple form. She didn’t dance, 
but stirred within a circle of light 

and made figures of flowers and birds 
and butterflies with the folds of a 
flowing white gown, bathed in the 
colors of the prism. 

I made words about her and my 
heart sang for a year, until one day 
they told me that La Loſe Fuller was 
blind, her vision had been offered as 


the darkness for many years, and 

never thought of her without deep 
pain. She was a creature of wings 
and here she was made to feel the 
pain of creeping things. She was a 
creature of light, and, now all the 
gladness of her had been swallowed 
in night. I think some of her dark- 
ness fell about myself for long and 


Jong. 


She came to the Mason yesterday, 
this La Lole Fuller of the old days, 
changed in much, yet perhaps not s0 
greatly changed as myself. Her hair 
was still young. It was a lustrous 
brown without a thread of white. She 
looked from 38 to 42, plump, but not 
ungraceful. 

She did not really dance, and now 
I know that she never did. She stood 
within a circle of light and wove her 
white garments into lily and rose and 
butter as of old. The lights fell 
about her with their same riot of 
color, and the result was the same 
bright figures to give wings to the 
imagination of an audience—but this 
was not dancing and it was not art. 

It was an artistic conception exe- 
cuted with delightful mechanics, and 
there it stopped. It depended upon 
contrivances. It was a trick of light. 
It was manipulation, not creation. It 
was something that would have been 
brilliant in a good vaudeville pro- 
gramme, but that could not possibly 
make a programme of itse 

Neither has Miss Fuller surrounded 
herself for her Los Angeles engage- 

ment with artists of any pretensions. 
Her programme is limited both in size 
and quality. It ig not long enough 
and it does not employ enough peo- 
ple. What there is to it is very pleas- 
ant, but there is not $2 worth of it. 
If we are going to talk in terms of 
mes y I should call it a 50-cent show, 

ai would not give it the compli- 
— of a full afternoon or evening 
of my time. 

Miss Fuller is a woman of ideas and 
purpose. She has conceived the un- 
selfish and good plan of teaching what 
she knows of dancing to others. To 
carry this out she surrounded her- 
self with fifty lovely young girls who 
have ambition and ability. She has 
bullt a home for them in France and 
has now brought them to America. 
They dance well, and some of my 
friends have sent me word from San 
Francisco that her production in that 
city has been one of the finest fea- 
tures of all the fair year. One man 
who went to see them in several of 
their programmes wrote me twice 
with the greatest enthusiasm of the 
beauty of their work. 

It is very evident that Miss Fuller 
has not brought us her full company, 
nor anything like it. She has treated 
us as people of established reputa- 
tion often do treat us. She has 
brought us her second best, or at least 
only half of her best. 

s Angeles never loses anything 
by slights this kind because it does 
not respond. Those who try to do 
this to us are the ones who suffer, 
for they do not get the business. 

Miss Fuller’s entertainment is much 
too slim-waisted. Not half enough 
people are on the stage and all of the 
three parts of her show would not 
combine in making more than one full 
part of a first-class entertainment. 
Her efforts, and those of her assist- 
ants, contain much that is beautiful 
and their programme adheres to the 
classic, but the whole effect is to leave 
one with a feeling of emptiness. The 
music is beautiful and the orchestra 
does well.

PERMIT INCREASE. 


Trimming the police department 
budget requests about $273,000 yester- 
day, the Budget Committee brought 
its total reductions up to $886,000. 
The committee, however, must bring 
the trimming operations up to about 
$3,000,000 and it was announced yes- 
terday that none of the departments 
already passed upon my be assured 
» of getting by without further reduc- 
ns. 
The largest cut in the police de- 
partment budget yesterday was about 
$100,000 in eliminating the proposal 
to increase the force by 100 men. An- 
other important item was that of $50,- 
000 for a municipal building and site 
at the San Pedro station, while the 
remainder was taken off in small 
amounts from various items. Chief 
Snively met with the committee yes- 
terday and forced a smile while the 
departmental requisitions were being 
trimmed. The Mayor will meet with 
the committee later when an effort 
will be made to cut the department 
allowance a few more thousand del- 
lars. After the committee's work yes- 
terday, the requests for police depart- 
ment allowances are still nearly $100,- 
000 over last vear's allowance.

now required from all fortune tellers. 
The new ordinance, recommended by 
the Public Welfare Committee, ex- 
empts members of recognized Spiri- 
tualist churches only. 

Mayor Sebastian said he will con- 
sider the new ordinance carefully be- 
fore deciding whether it is to be ap- 
proved or vetoed. “It may be all right 
to permit members of recognized 
Spiritualist churches to practice but 
I am opposed to the fakirs—and there 
are many of them in Los Angeles. 1 
cause lots of trouble for the police 
and the town will be better when it 
is rid of them.” 

The Police Commission will ask the 
Council to pass an ordinance similar 
to the one in effect in Pasadena, which 
provides a penalty of $500 for anyone 
pretending to tell fortune or practice 
clairvoyancy for a fee.
